VACCINE AGAINST VIRAL HEPATITIB8 DiscussED 
Bujumbura LE RENOUVEAU DU BURUNDI in French 20 May 80 p 6 


[Temt) At the recent international conference in Dakar on hepatitis and 
cancer of the liver, which was a great ecientific success, Professor Pierre 
Tieollais, section head at the Pasteur Inetitute in Paris, and director 

of the “Ineerm” genetic research group, aroused considerable interest when 
he described to the Congress delegates the method by which French research- 
ers were able to produce 4 viral particle from mouse cells. 


Thie is a considerable breakthrough insofar ase this scientific achievement 
may open the way to 4 new sethod of producing 4 vaccine against viral hepa- 
tities of the B type. Actually there aredifferent types of thie dreaded virus: 
A, 8B and “neither A nor 5.” 


Type 8B hepatitis, which is very common in inter<-tropical Africa and Asia, 
may well be the cause of the many primary cancers of the liver, observed in 
these latitudes. The same type B hepatitis affects more particularily, in 
the industrialized countries, hospital personnel and patients of the centers 
in which hemodialysis ics performed. indeed, thie disease is tranenitted 
very particularly by blood transfusions. 


in the geantige, in 1979, two groupe of researchers, one Scottish, the other 
had obtained independentiy the "HB antigen” by handling an “Becherichia coli” 
bacteria. But it appeare that certain difficulties still impede the spread- 
ing and application of these important studies. 


On the other hand, it seems that promising results aay be expected from the 
research work which the specialists geeting in Dakar have just been discuss- 
ing. Among others, the French researchers have succeeded in integrating 
within the culture genotype of the gouse cells, the total genetic information 
of the hepatitis B virus. The protein produced by these cell cultures aakes 
it finally possible to hope, in 411 ecientific probability, that the labora- 
tory will soon hawe at ite disposal “Whe antigen for vaccination purposes.” 


But the production of this antigen would have to be increased at least ten- 
fold to be aarketed on an industrial basis. When the vaccination quality

PRO COMPANIES PRODUCE DRUG TO COMBAT BILHARZIAGIS

|Text) Two Weet German chemical companies, “Bayer Ag” and "E, Merck” an- 
nounced to the presse on Wednesday, the production of a drug called “biltri- 


cide” whieh they claim te capable of treating bilhareiasis, 4 dieease from 
which 200 aillion gen suffer, 


Bilharelaeie te tCranemitted through the trematoca larvae occuring in rivers 


or lakes and causing serious infections of the intestines and cancers of the 
bladder, in particular. 


This serious disease has caused ravages especially in the Near and Par East, 
in Africa, and part of South America. 


The twe companies stated that 10 years of joint research, which cost 35 
million marks (about 70 million dollars) enabled them to develop this drug 
which arrests immediately the development of bilhareiesis by killing the 
larvae. They specified that they were studying the possibility of garket ing 
thie drug through the World Health Organization (WHO). 


The two groups announced that 4 treatment with “biltricide”, which is pro- 
duced in the form of pille, will eost about 35 marke (70 dollars) in the 
federal German Republic. But Bayer and Merck added that this cost may be 


lower in the Third World countries, einee the disease occurs there on 4 
Maen scale,

NATIONWIDE INCREASE IN SYPHILIS REPORTED

[Text] Mindetry of Health statistics indicate that last year 13,395 new 
cases of syphilis occurred in the country. 


Venereal diseases rank third in Colombia on the liet of communicable 
diseases. 


Syphilis and gonorrhea have again become a serious health problem. The 
experte say that congenital syphilis is causing very serious difficulties. 


it was aleo reported that an active campaign is being waged both in the 
United States and in Europe to develop 4 vaccine against the gonococcus 


and the Treponema. 


Concerning the situation in the country with regard to venereal diseases, 
Dr Jorge Silva Medina, of the communicable diseases section of the medical 
care office at the Ministry of Health, said: “The present administration 
has really devoted intense concern to the problem of venereal diseases, 
even including other ccuntries where the problem aleo persists and in some 
cases is tending to increase. The problem is not understood in ite ful) 
magnitude due to statistical shortcomings found everywhere, but from the 
figures we have obtained from many sources, the problem of this disease iv 
tending to worsen. In the last sonthe of 1978 and the early monthe of 197°, 
4 study of the venereal disease situation in the country was undertaken, 
yielding the following results, gore or less: venereal disease contro! 
activities were limited almost exclusively throughout the country to the 
control of prostitution. In other words, the bodies engaged in this effor: 
are certain specialized anti-venereal-disease dispensaries, having limite 
coverage, logically, and only attacking that part of the problem repre- 
sented by prostitution, leaving out of account a whole great sector of t! 
problem which is serious for young people, office employees, students, etc, 


lacking coverage by any body.”

We asked if venereal diseases have come to frank high ameng communicable 
diseases, 


"Yes, According to the statistical data available and bearing tn wind the 
failure of private physicians and patients whe do not go te a doctor but 

to 4 pharmacy or a friend to report some cases, the venereal disease 
problem persists in Colombia, just as in other countries, A table shows 

ue that among the communicable diseases the reporting of which te compulsory, 
those ranking first in the country (on 4 national average) are diarrhea and 
enteritis, followed by malaria, in second place, and gonococeal infection 
ranks third, Tuberculosis of the respiratory tract is fourth, measles 
fifth, and all forms of syphilis sixth. in other words, the two major 
venereal diseases, which are basic in term of planning control, rank among 
the top eix communicable diseases which must be reported to the health 
bodies. We have the following figures: in 1979 there were 32,392 cases 

of gonococeal infection, ranking third, very close to malaria, with 

48,861 cases, Adding together 411 the forms of syphilis, i.e. congenital, 
primary symptomatic, and others, there were 13,395 new cases last year. 


[Question] Can it be said then that venereal disease is on the increase’ 


[Anewer] This is a cold, isolated figure which does not tell us if the 
disease is on the increase or decrease. We would have to study the 

trends and we have the following chronological series: as of 1959 there 
were 11,504 cases of syphilis, or 72 per 100,000 inhabitants. In 1969, 
there were 13,000 cases, or 50 per 100,000 inhabitants. These figures 
cannot be analyzed separately, but by creating a trend curve, we find that 
the problem decreased 4 little in the latter year just as it has increased 
in others, but without an obvious explanation. Thus a trend curve shows 
that the problem persists more or less under the same conditions, and if 
such a curve is drafted it will certainly tend to rise if there is no 

clear program attempting to change the trend, whereas if we implement a 
cleat program, it will change or vary the trend upward or downward depending 
on how it is pursued, since at the beginning it may be that ulcers will 
increase, and thus so will the problem and the number of cases. Then 
there will be stabilization since all the cases will be reported and later, 
certainly, with additions to the program, the curve will begin to drop. 
This is the curve expectation. To synthesize, syphilis and gonorrhea 
constitute a great public health problem. Apart from this, and despite the 
use of antibiotics and effective methods for curing these diseases, the 
problem persists because of other factors.

[Question] Dr Medina, in what regions or cities are the largest numbers of 
persons affected by gonorrhea and syphilis found’ 














\Anewer| This occurs throughout the country, whether it is discovered te a 
greater or lesser extent, for logically this will depend on the extent of 
reporting or the available Laboratory methods, And if we find that no 
venereal disease cases are appearing in 4 national territory, it ie certain 
that there ie no meane of diagnosis, no laboratory, and thus no reporting, 
with the program we propose, in which we will try to provide laboratory 
service everywhere and to ensure good reporting, we will obtain excellent 
atatistical data to establish the real truth about these diseases in the 
country, We have syphilie in all of the departments to a greater or lesser 
extent depending on the sige of the population, Obviously there are special 
concentrations such ae the settlements, industrial centers and large cities, 
for wherewer there te a greater influx of people the problem proliferates, 
and the role played by prostitution goes along with social mobility, This 
mobility makes checking on cases difficult, We have provided the sectional 
and regional departments with a series of norms and some precise standards 
in order that the new program to coutrol venereal diseases may be successful. 
At the end of the year we will make an assessment, 


Ages 15 to 45 


Thies expert said that according to studies made by the National Wealth 
institute, syphilis occurs most frequently, in terms of age group, in those 
from 15 to 45 years of age, at least with regard to 1979, 


But in the group under 1 year of age, i.e. the newborns, the rate of 
348.5 per 100,000 inhabitants continues, representing 102.3 cases per 
100,000 inhabitants. 


"Thie shows us that congenital syphilis is causing very serious problems," 
the doctor eaid, “and taking precisely this survey as a basis we have 
arranged (or the program to be oriented primarily toward symptomatic 
patients coming to the health centers. The doctor gust diagnose the disease 
by sending such individuals to the laboratory, and if the results are 
positive they gust know how to effect treatment, i.e. to resolve the case 
entirely.” 


Another part of the program will be designed to check the prenats) group. 
‘xpectant mothers will have serological examinations in the first and second 
halves of their pregnancies to see if they are suffering from syphilis, and 
if they are treatment will be begun. Women suffering from blennorrhea wil! 
be examined in the last } @onthe of pregnancy, and if tests are positive 
the pertinent treatment will be initiated.

[Question] it is a known fact that due to ignorance or prejudice, many 
individuals suffering from a venereal disease do not go to 4 doctor. How 
is thie obstacle being dealt with? 








A\newer)|) The program hae two very important aspecta: the first involves 
information, because insulfic ent data ts being provided, and the second 
involves educational work, lducation ie 50 percent of the program, Sexual 
ed'cation and education about venereal diseases are the focus of our main 
coneem, It is believed that by educational campaigns in the enterprises 
lt will be possible to eliminate such inhuman @easures as doing certain 
things so a8 not to appear ill, resulting in abuses, tt is hoped that 
through education, these groups can be taught to seek the services of health 
bodies, Plans also call for pursuing an intensive campaign with primary 
and secondary school teachers, to multiply the effect in the higher schools 
and colleges, We will try to develop a great educational campaign, wit! 
the cooperation of the Miniatry of Nealth, the community and experts, 


Treatment 


We asked Dr Mario Salazar Nino, an epidemiologist in the microbiology group 
at the National Health Jnatitute, what basic treatment is given the patient 
with venereal disease. 


[Answer] There are two kinde=--the human approach, and treatment based on 
antibiotics, With regard to the former, we must remember that the patient 
represents a whole, and is in fact a part of a chain. We is not an isolated 
case but acquired the disease from some other person and has made a whole 
series of contacts. We is a member of a family and a community and he 

must be treated as such. in other words it is important to seek out the 
contacts this patient has made to prevent other people from having problems. 
Expectant mothers who do not see a doctor do not seek out their contacts, 
and this means patients lost. However later they may deliver a baby with 
congenital syphilis or a pregnant woman with congenital syphilis may mis- 
carry. 


The other aspect is the treatment of the disease, depending on how syphilis 
invades the organism. In a case of primary syphilis, recently contracted, 
in the symptomatic period, treatment with benzathine penicillin may be 
needed, basically 2,400,000 units, or a single ampule, or half of this 

dose injected into each buttock a single time. In the case of syphilitic 
infection of a more advanced type, a larger dose will be needed, i.e. 
4,800,000 units or 7,200,000 unite--an injection of 2,400,000 units of 
benzathine penicillin every week, that is every / days, 3} consecutive times 
-<—must be administered. 


[Question] What forms of syphilis have been increasing? 


[Answer] The primary and secondary stages, which are logically the most 
important because they are communicable. These account for 95 percent. The 
tertiary stage is less important since it is more of an individual case. 
it is then a medical disease but not an epidemiological one, since from 
the technological point of view it does not appear as such. Such cases 











Must aise be treated, obvious:,, the treatment of primary and secondary 
ayphilis, on @ given ievei, | ceo (tmpertant. Recent syphilis, the 
symptomatic stage, is the most common, but fortunately this is the one we 
can control, and the antibiotics used for other treatments can destroy it 
ae well, 


Another aepect involves the very frequent association between gonorrhea and 
syphilis, Thue it te aleo desirable as a public health measure that indi- 
viduale suffering from gonococeal infection should not run 4 risk concerning 
the other disease out of hesitation because of the cost of a serological 
examination, The elinical manifestation may be gonorrhea at 4 given moment, 
while the echanere is concealed, The treatment ia different, Thus this is 
the signal warning of the possibility that both bodies gay be present, and 
they require separate diagnosis and treatment.

He said that the Red Cross for that area is headquartered in San Miguel and tha’ it har 
been taking care of come 10,000 people since 25 July despite ite low furs 


These 10,000 people have left their h mes, fleeing from subversive groupe Wiieh do fo’ 
respect children, old people or wanen. 


Morales added that some 700 people are being taken care of in Joooaitique:r °¢,00 
Sicala; 1,600 in San Agustin, Usulutan Department; and 500 in Corint , Moraga: 
Department. (paragraph contimues ) 


This is in addition to those refugees who are staying in Perguin, Torola and San Pernando, 
There are another 400 persons in San Antonio de las Moscas, 700 in Delicias del Norte 
and 2,900 are lodged in schools in Gotera,. 


Approximately 60 percent of these people are children and some of them are quite sick. 
An epidemic has been spreading recently, possibly because of the terribly crowded condi. 
tions a6 there are more than 100 persons in one email classroom, The illness is 
particularly affecting the refugees in the northern [as heard] area, This iliness :

He also 
said that the first case was discovered on 1 June of this year, coming from 
the al-Bishah region of Saudi Arabia. The infected person was Jordanian 
citizen Salfah Mutlaq Sulayman ‘Ubayd. The official added that the highest 
percentage of cases was among Pakistani and Indian citizens who came to 
Jordan, The cases were distributed as follows: Amman, 71; Irbid, 13; 
al-Karak, 2; and al-Ghawr region, 4. 


The official said that the Jordanian sinistry of health is concentrating 
ite efforts to identify malaria carriers arriving in Jordan, and has placed 
permanent health centers at the borders, namely at: Amman airport, a!- 
Mudawvarah, al-‘Umari and al-Raptha. All incoming passengere from infected 
areas are being examined at these locations. 


As for the discovered cases, he said that these were limited to what is 
called triple benign malaria, or Plasmodium vivax, which requires a i4-day 
treatment, and triple malignant malaria, or Plasmodium falsiparum, which 
requires a 5-day treatment. 


As for other types of malaria which have not yet been detected [in Jordan), 
they are: quartan malaria, or Plasmodium malariae, which requires 4 i4-day 
treatment, and mild salaria, known as Ovale, which was called mild because 
ite attack is very aild. 


The official said that the types of galaria which require a l4<day treat 
ment live in the liver and blood stream; the triple malignant malaria 
leaves the liver and lives within the blood stream and can lead to death. 








Ne defined incoming Malaria as any case that comes from infected areas out- 
side Jordan, Local Malaria, on the other hand, is every case that appeats

Jordan announced that it had no @alaria outbreaks since 1970 when the last 
case occurred on 6 December of that year, 


As for the possiblity of local outbreaks, the official said that in the 
event this happened, it would be considered a defeat of the efforts of 
the Jordanian ministry of health to fight malaria since 1954, 


We also said that during 1979, 320 malaria cases came to Jordan from out- 
side, and no deaths occurred, The Jordanian health organisations were 
able to save the life of a l2=day old baby girl who contracted the disease 
when the placenta broke inside [the mother's) womb prior to delivery, 


On the subject of malaria transmission, he said that the infection is trans- 
mitted either through the female malaria=-carrying mosquito or through 
injection of blood transfusion, This did not happen thie year, although 
last year there were two cases, one in Amman and the other in al-Zarqa’. 

No infection by injection occurred this year. 


He added that the incoming cases are considered a normal matter and that 
the ministry of health is following through by giving immediate treatment 
to those infected with malaria, after a quick exam that lasts a maximum 
of 3} days. 


He said that malaria symptoms are limited to the following: chilis, high 
temperature, perspiration, vomiting, lack of appetite for food, consti- 
pation and overall fatigue. 


Malaria's complications are: anemia; paleness; spleen and liver enlarge- 
ment; and blackwater fever with cornea and kidney infections, causing 
kidney stones and the patient's vulnerability to other diseases. 


The official urged citizens to report any suspected cases, and to consult 
the malaria division in the sinistry of health or any health center within 
the kingdom as soon as they encounter any malaria symptoms.

EXISTENCE OF NEW MALARIA PARASITE DENIED 
Nairobi THE WEEKLY REVIEW in English 22 Aug 80 p 16 


(Text) Malaria is considered one of the most deadly diseases which, 
according to medical authorities, continues to claim a high toll of victims 
in most tropical African countries, Recently, Dr. Philip Wegesa Lukorito, 
a research director of the Malaria/Tropical Diseases Centre of the Kenya 
Medical Research Institute in Kisumu, announced that a new type of malaria 
parasite, immune to the traditional anti-malaria drugs, had been discovered 
in Kenya, 


Announcing his findings, Lukorito alleged that the new parasite was 
different from the known plasmodium fasiparum parasite in that it did not 
respond to chloroquine and other four-amino-quinolines (including quinine) 
and causec an interval between chills of 14 days instead of two days ae in 
plasmodium fasiparum, Lukorito is also reported to have said that the 
details of the clinical features of the condition caused by this “new” bug 
would be published in an “appropriate scientific journal.” 


Last week, however, the director of medical services, Dr. W. Koinange 
shattered this new mlaria bug myth by not only claiming that the “bug” 
was not supported by the “extensive research in this field which is going 
on in Kenya,” but also by saying that the whole thing was “gross misin- 
formation on the subject.” Koniange said in a press statement that the 
discovered parasite was a non-mlarial one and had been tentatively 
identified as a type called babesia. According to Koinange, babesia is a 
well documented parasite which infects animals (not human beings) in many 
partes of the world and which is transmitted by ticks, "If the identifica- 
tion is confirmed through further scientific tests going on now in several 
laboratories, then this could be the first case of babesia diagnosed in a 
human being in Kenya, although a number of supposed cases of babesia in 
humaine have been reported in several parts of the world in the past,” 
Koniange said, 


Xoinange said that in the past there had been two cases of mlaria 
allegedly resistant to chloroquine, and these were reported in the over- 
seas press. Due to the far-reaching implications of chloroquine resi«- 
tant malaria, he added, the ministry of health's Vector Borne Diseases

Control Centre and the Kenya Imetitute of Medical Research had been con 
ducting intensive research on such cases in all maiaria affected areas 

of Kenya, "Chloroquine, therefore, remains one of the commonest drugs 
for treatment of mlaria except in the few people who my be sensitive to

Koinange noted, “| would like to assure everyone that there was no question 
of a new malaria parasite having been discovered in the first instance and 
consequently 4 mlaria resistant to anti-malaria drugs did not arise,

MENINGITIS EPIDEMIC REPORTED IN NORTH) EXPERT COMMENTS 
Hundreds of Cases in North

L Text } Meningitis has spread to four northern provinces, 
illing 29 people, including both children and adults. Doctors 
have been mobilized to receive the hundreds of people who have 
fiocked to the hospitals for treatment. The chief doctor has 
stated that the disease is spread by mosquitoes. if the 
stricken person's life is saved, he may be paralzyed in the 
limbs. The Ministry of Public Health has apparently provided 
help but it has come too late, coming through government 
channels. The first line of protection is to not be bitten 

by mosquitoes. 


At 0800 hours on 16 July, a reporter in Phichit Province 
reported that, at present, there has been 4 serious outbreak 
of meningitis in several places in all districts of Phichit 
and Phetchabun provinces. This disease attacks children mainly. 
Since the end of June, more than 100 people with meningitis 
have been sent to the Phichit provincial hospital for 
treatment. Most of these people are very sick. Some of them 
are in a coma and when they reach the hospital, it is too late 
for the doctors to treat them. Eight children with meningitis 
have already died and it is expected that more people will die 
from this disease. 


Based on the reports, there is a serious meningitis epi iemic 
at present. The reporter talked with Dr Sunthorn Sutthaphinthe, 
the medical director of the Phichit provincial hospital, and 
was told that the Phichit provincial hospital had already 
admitted more than 100 people with meningitis, most of whor 
are children newly born to age 15. The hospital is crowded ar 
there are not enough beds for the sick. As for these people 
with meningitis, usually they go into a coma before beine sent 





to the Nespital. From examining the people with meningitis, 
"Japanese 8" Virtue, Whieh is a Very Ganagerous Vitus, has been 
found, Children who come down with this disease have a very 
low SurVival fate, 


vr SuAthorn utthaphinthu, the medical director of the 
Phiehit provineial hospital, a180 Stated that the symptoms of 
meningitis vary in severity and that the onset of the disease 
may be fast or Blow, Leually, the symptoms appear suddenly. 
The symptoms include a moderately high temperature, a 
headache, vomiting, oreat drowsiness and coma. Within 24 to 
72 hours, the person may erience convulsons, Unusuel move- 
mente or rhe of the limbs, restlessness, change of 
mood, delirium, great irritability, irrequiar breathing with 
perhaps short periods when breathing stops and, finally, 
death. 


People should not try to treat themselves because the death 
rate is between 4 to 5O percent. Also, 12 to W/W percent of 
those who survive will, after they are cured, show signs of 
other disorders such as weakness, paralysis of the limbs and 
epileptic fits. People are infected with thie viral disease 
by mosquitoes. As for preventive methods, people should sleep 
under mosquito nets and they should help each othe kill the 
mosquito larva in the containers that have water. Besides the 
Phichit provincial hospital, which is filled with sick 
people, the omdet Pra Yupharat hospital in Taphanhin district 
has admitted more than 30 people with meningitis and, of these 
people, three have died. Also, meningitis patients from 
Phetchabun Province have also cone to these two hospitals for 
treatment. Dr Sunthorn Sutthaphinthu, the medical director, 
has mobilized hospital officials to go tell the people in 
general about how to prevent meningitis and to tell them that 
they should not try to treat themselves but should immediately 
ao to the hospital if they become ili. 





A later news report stated that, at present, 2° people have 
died from this disease. The latest person to die was an adult 
named Mr Charin Bowonsak, age 28, a teacher at the Dong ua 
Luang village school in Dong Sua Luang commune, Phothalee 
district, Phichit Province. Another person who is in critical 
condition is Mr Phaibun Keotporong, age 34, a teacher at the 
Non mlai village school in subdistrict Wangsaiphun district. 
Besides this, so many people have gone to the hospital for 
treatment that the hospital is filled to capacity. 





Ae for this disease, it began to spread through ihienit, 
Phetchabun, Kamphaengphet and Phileanuilok provinces at the ena 
of last month. It appears that as many doctors as possible in 
these provinces Must be mobilized to provide treatment. As for 
the Ministry of Public lieaith, because it was slow in taking 
measures to stamp out this disease, many more people have 
died than should have died. As for the patients in the 
Phutthachinarat Hospital in Phitsanulok Province, the 
Phetchabun Provincial Hospital and the Kamphaenqphet 
Provincial Hospital, there are many people with this disease 
but the situation is more serious in Phichit than in these 
other provinces,

The deputy director-general of the Lepartment of Medical 
ervices discussed this matter in detail and said that, 
concerning meningitis, statistics show that since January, a 
total of 555 people thro ut the country have come for 
treatment. Eighty have died, which is a normal mortality rate 
with Little increase. In the south, Surat Thani Province, with 
65 cases and three deaths, has the largest number of cases. 
Kamphaengphet Province, with 55 cases and four deaths, has 
the second largest number of cases. Third, with 39 cases and 
eight deaths, is Phichit Province, a province which the 
newspapers are presently writing sensational stories about. 
As for the northeast, Udorn Thani Province has had 25 cases 
and one death and Ubon Rachathani Province has had 36 cases 
and three deaths. In the central region, Ratchaburi and Nakhon 
Pathom provinces have had 14 cases and two deaths.

HEMORRHAGIC FEVER SPREADS IN NORTHEAST

_Text] Hemorrhagic fever has spread th: ughout Loei Province. 
Both children and adults have been stricken. The provincial 
hospital is overflowing with the sick. During just the last 
month, nine children have died. Doctors have announced that 
the people should destroy the places where mosquitoes breed. 


Yesterday morning, a news reporter in Loei Province + ny 
that at present, because of the heavy rains, hemorrhagic fever 
has spread in Loei Province, The hospitais and public health 
stations throughout the province are overflowing with people 
who have come down with hemorrhagic fever. At the Loei 
provincial hospital, Dr Ekachai Khuankhansathit, the director 
of the hospital, gave statistics to the reporter showing that, 
because of the heavy rains that began in May, the weather 
because humid and hemorrhagic fever began to spread. Hundreds 
of people have come down with this disease and in only 1 month, 
five people have died from the disease. Up to now, each day 
dozens of adults and children who have come down with this 
disease have come for treatment. The hospitals have become 

sO crowded that patients must sleep on the floor. Doctors have 
had to be mobilized from various places to come help so that 
the peoplecan be treated and soon leave [the hospital |. 


Dr Bamrung Panyaprathip, the chief doctor at the Loei 
provincial hospital, told the reporter that the hospital has 
asked the provincial public health [ department) to mobilize 
officials to go and carry on public relations activities amonc 
the people so that the people cooperate in killing mosquitoes 
by destroying the various water storage containers because 
mosquitoes, the cause of hemorrhagic fever, deposit their ecas 
in places where there is rain water and stagnant water. The 
people have, therefore, been asked to help by destroying such 








places and not allowing water to slachate if Various places, 
rOr @xample, they should not leave the lids off the water jars 
and they should help destroy those places where water 
staqgnhaten, 


Hemorrhagic fever has 4180 Spread in Nong Kiiei Provinee,. Mr

RESLSTANT MALARLA STRALN REPORTED=<A new etrain of Malaria is spreading in 
three provinces bordering Kampuchea and doctors are worried because the 
malarian atrain is resistant to the modern anti-malaria medicine. Director 

of the Malaria Division, Department of Communicable Diseases Control, Doctor 
Surin Pinitpong said yesterday that many peopie in Prachin Buri, Chanthaburi 
and Trat Provinces have contracted the disease. The average rate of malaria 
victims throughout the country is 7:1,000 but at the three border provinces 
the rate is 16:1,000, the doctor said. The number of patients is highest in 
Bo Rai District of Trat Province where there are a lot of gem miners, Dr Surin 
said, adding that these miners were the main cause for the spreading of the 
disease. He said the malarial strain was believed to have spread across the 
border from Kampuchea and it was found out that many Kampuchean refugees in 

Sa Kaeo camp in Prachin Buri and Phya Kamphut camp in Chanthaburi had con- 
tracted the disease. for modern treatment for ordinery malaria, two tablets 
of “fansidar” are usually enough to cure it, Dr Surin said, but this strain 

of malaria is resistant to the medicine. However, he said that the old method 
of using quinine could stop this new strain of malaria but the patient had to 
atrictly follow the doctor's instructions. Dr Surin said the Ministry of Pub- 
lic Health had sent officials to spray chemicals in the three provinces to 
kill mosquitoes of Anopheles genus which are the carriers of the disease.

MALARIA LPIDEMIC STRIKES SOUTHEAST=-Malaria, which declined last year, has 
again gone on @ rampage: this time in the region of southeastern Anatolia. 
The Ministry of Health and Social Assistance has selected Adana as the "pilot 
region” in the war on malaria. In this connection, Health Department personne! 
have been detailed to the malaria campaign in addition to personnel of the 
Malaria Eradication Bureaus in the area. Under Secretary of the Health and 
Social Assistance Ministry Dr Enver Senerdem said that 4 major campaign has 
been mounted against malaria and added, “According to the plan, malaria is 
targeted to be wiped out in 1981." Ministry officials stated that 37,320 
persons were afflicted with malaria in 1976, 115,512 in 1977, and 87,867 in 
1978. They noted that as the result of work that continued through 1979 there 
was a drop in the number of malaria patients to 24,744, The officials ob- 
served that there has been a major two-fold increase in the number of malaria 
patients in 1980. They disclosed, “The success desired is not being obtained 
in spite of an active pursuit of the campaign.” They noted that because 

of the harvest season in the Cukurova workers who labor there carry back the 
malaria microbe with them to their homes. The officials said that there are 
serious malaria outbreaks in Adana, Icel, Kahramanmaras, Gaziantep, Urfa,

TYPHOID HITS 300--Three students at St Peter's College, Tororo, have died 
ot typhoid fever. The school has abruptly been closed indefinitely, but 
there are at least 300 in their “death beds" They have been retained at 
school to try and "save" their lives and to control the epidemic disease 
from spreading. The cause of the killer disease, which has even attacked 
the schoolnurse, is not yet known. But a senior V student who had run 
away to escape the attack said: "That school is completely dangerous. We 
could all have died. Our friends helplessly died". Medical resources which 
visited the school said the three died of dysentery. The symptoms of the 
killer disease start with headache. Then diarrhoea, vomiting and, inevit- 
ably death. Tororo College, one of the oldest missionary schools in the 
country to date, is [accommodating] 1,000 students--both "O”" level [and "A"] 
level students. With all this large student population the school has no 
water and the sanitary system is at a stand-still, One student said: "We 
are in a desert, No water. The lavatories are a disgusting site when you 
tind all versions of faces. To make it worse, there are only two pit 
latrines for the whole school. So you find that most of our friends throw 
under verandah and in dark-corners at night." Other schools within the 
vacinity are Tororo Girls’ School, an American-built complex that is now 
crumbling down, Next door, is Manjasi 4igh School and Rock High School in 
town centre. They are all sharing the same fate: no water. This is the 
second time mass deaths occur in Tororo this year. A number of lives were 
claimed by cholera and food poisoning in May. Medical sources blamed the 
deaths on unhygienic health conditions.

PREVENTING, CONTROLLING LIVESTOCK DISEASES DISCUSSED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 22 Aug 80 p 2 
_Article: "Preventing and Controlling Livestock Diseases" | 


_ Text] Since the 1979-1960 winter-spring period to now, the 
livestock disease situation has undergone very complex 
changes. In particular, there have been outbreaks of swine 
cholera in 14 northern provinces between December 1979 and 
June 1980. Many provinces such as Cao Bang, Hoang Lien Son, 
Thanh Hoa and so on have allowed the epidemics to drag on and 
ha * not promptly stamped them out and this has resulted in 
the loss of almost 100,000 hogs. 


Recently, because of the effects of Typhoon No 4, many 
provinces suf'erred serious flooding and waterlogging and 
diseases begain to appear. Swine cholera has broken out in 

Ha Nam Ninh, Thanh Hoa, Ha Son Binh, Vinh Phu, Hai Hune 

and other provinces; bovine anthrax has broken out in Son La 
and Ha Tuyen; and buffalo pasteurelliosis has broken out in 
Thuan Hai and other provinces. 


The localities must satisfactorily carry out the followi: 
tasks: 


The provinces where there are epidemics must urgently cive 
vaccinations to prevent and control the diseases. The buy): 
and selling of Livestock and the transporting of livestoc* 
meat between region. with epidemics and regions that do not 
have epidemics Must be strictly prohibited. Sanitation, 
disease prevention and slaughter control must be strengthened 
and the veterinary regulations must be enforced strictly. 
Thines must be closely coordinated with the sectors 
oncerned such a8 the public health, education, informat 
communications and public security sectors, the mass 
organizations, the youth and women's organizations and : 

in order to quickly stam out the epidemics.

Regional quarantining must be 
strengthened, the slaughtering of animals must be inspected 
and sanitation and care must be maintained in order to 
prevent epedemics from arising and spreading. Through the 
veterinary activities mentioned above, the provincial, 
listrict and village veterinary network must be solidified 
in order to satisfactorily prevent and control epidemic 


Preventing and controlling livestock epidemics is not the 
task of the agricultural sector alone; the participation of 
the sectors and mass organizations is essential. Depending on 
the specific situation in the localities, livestock disease 
prevention and control activities must be guided well in 
order to achieve the best results possible and contribute to 
fulfilling the 1980 animal husbandry plans.
